Russian Writer 
Scoffs at U.S. 


MOSCOW, (AP)-—-Ilya Ehrenburg 
Russia's ace newspaperman, reported 
he found a group of “provincial dum- 
mies"’ in the United States “who were 
convinced that with the help of Esper- 
anto they could make the atomic 
bomb harmless.” 

This was one of the many “pecu- 
larities”’ gleaned from his recent 
North American tour and noted for 
the readers of the Soviet government 
newspaper Izevstia 

The writer professed bafflement at 
a number of other things he observed 
in the United States--among them the 
“cult” of the American dollar and the 
goings-on at American dinners 

“I was present at dinner meetings 
he wrote At first everybody hurriedly 
chews chicken. Then orators make 
long speeches, Next comes a sentimen- 
tal song by a lady singer, and finally a 
clergyman takes up a collection for 
charity.” 

Ehrenburg devoted much of his 
article to observations of the lot of the 
American Negro 

He said in Mississippi he met a 
Plantation owner who tried to con- 
vince him that “black-skinned people 
im general are not human beings 
adding that “neither the radio nor 
ventilators have in the least affected 
the mental development of this slave 
owner.”
